Lieut. Scheutze’s Story of His 
Search for Them,

— 


Twice Buried and Twice Disinterred— |. 


11,000 Miles of Strange Wanderings, 


By Telegraph to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEw York, February 2i—The bodies of the ten 
heroes of the lost Jeannette have once more 
reached the land from which they went forth to 
death. It was nearly $ o’clock yesterday after- 
noon before the steamer Frisia swung into her 
pier at Hoboken and Lieuts. G. B. Harber and 
W. Scheutze smiled a greeting to the little knot 
of friends upon the pier. The tug Nina followed 
the Frisia to the pier, where Lieut. Harber was 
welcomed by a delegation of fellow-townsmen 
from Youngstown, Ohio. Just underneath the 
red, white and black of the German flag that float- 
ed at half maston the forward deck ten rough 
looking crates were piled. They were about 
6 feet long, 4 feet broad and 3 feet deep, and were 
such as are used in transporting-perishable vege- 
tables. Through the spaces bet ween the boards 
the ends of coarse sackcloth and burlaps fiut- 
tered. Upon the cross pieces of each of the 


crates, or coops, the name and destination was 
scrawled in rude black letters with a marking 
brush. Soeach of the martyrs slept in his rude 
box, the commander and his cook, the officers and 
the seamen faring alike in the selections of cof- 
fins, as they had before shared a common grave. 
Next to Long restea Jerome Uollins, and 
adjoining his remains were thoseof Ab Sam, 
the cook, A little group hung about 
the boxes, Some were curiousiy pulling at the 
sackcloth and others climbed from box to box 
reverentiy wiping the dust from the rough boaras 
to spelloutthe name of him who rested within. 
Phere were a few ladies among those present, 
Two boxes of flowers and evergreens, placed be- 
side the coffins when the vessel sailed, looked 
black ana withered in contrast with the cross and 
wreath of flowers sent from the Navy Yard. Blue

“Just 
tWo y8ars ago this month,on February 4, 1882,”’ said 
sieut. Scheutze, “IL left New York, joined Lieut. 
Harber at London, and together we proceeded by 
way of St. Petersburg to Moscow. There we 
bought most of our winter outfit—fur stockings, 
fur boois, cloaks, coats, moose skins and great 
fur bags in which we slept, each man having his 
own bag. At Orenburg, 900 miles north of Mos- 
cow, We left the railroad, and by sleds drawn by 
horses made our way to Irkutsk, a village on the 
banks of the Lena. Though it was late in the 
Spring, the ice had not yet broken up. We tried 
to secure a vesselto go down the Lena, but fail- 
ing in this we set to workto buildone. There 
were Only nine menin our party then, fiye 
seamen, a Cossack, an interpreter, Lieut. Harber, 
and mnyself. With the aid of natives we com- 
pleted a schooner and rigged a vessel by the time 
the ice had broken up. Sbe was filty-one feet 
long, With nine feet breadth of beam, and we 
called her the search. Inthe search we pro- 
ceeded over 2,000 miles down the river to Yakutsk. 
On the way. we passed Melville, Hunt and Mor- 
ris atnight, not wry ty Bh, course that they 
were near. But word bad n left along the line 
of travel and at OleKnaar, arude settiement, 
Meivilie learned of our ex ition from a note left 
oe Harber. © had already found 
an

Melville at once sent Lieut. Hunt and a seaman 

to join our party. From Yakutsk we went on 
to the mouth of the Lena, reachin 


teaspoon 
and uw jack-knife were ali we found. The river 
began to treeze, and not wishing to lose our boat, 
we tracked her 150 miles to Bulun,”’ 

“What do you meap by ‘tracked’?” was asked. 

“Well, there was no wind, an 80 
we had to tie ropes to the vesseland tow her up 
stream, scrambling over the rough rocks and tice 
that lined the banks. We workea in alternate 
gangs, tirst officers tracked for four hours and 
the men taking theirturn, The sharp rocks cut 
our shoes to pieces and the ropes cut into our 
flesh. Yes, it was hard work,” and the officer 
wiped his brow as though the mere reference to 
the labor tired him. At Bulun the boat was 
beached and.Jeaving Lieut.Hunt in charge, Lieuts. 
Harber and Scheutze went to Sagistyr, a deserted 
village, where a@ mission meteorological station 
bad been established. We remained there until 
the roads froze up, and then Harber started back 
to Bulun across the Delta, via Zemonerloch, and 
I set out on a search through the Eastern delta, 
and, conveved by means of dog-sleds, I went to 
Barkin. Atevery village it was our custom to 
inquire of the principal citizens if any trace of 
our friends had been fouud. Our trips were made 
principally in dog-sleds. Next month. in Novem- 
ber, 1882, we gave up the Search and returned to 
Yakutsk, homewara bound, Here we were 

MET BY A TELEGRAM 
ordering us to return at once with the 
remains of the De Long party, which were 
buried at the mouth of the Lena. The telegram 
had taken from August to November to reach 
Yatusk. So back again we started. The journey 
from Bulua to the grave had to be made with dog 
sleds. Reindeer could not be used, as there are 
no trees to tie them to, and they wonld stampede, 
We had 150 dugs,and used fifteen to a sled. 
March 4, inauguration day, we reached the tomb. 
On the only hill iu that region, within sight of 
the spot where they died, buried not below but 
above;tbe ground, we found;the ten bodies, which 
we have since accompanied for a year and 
a haif. The remains had all been placed in 
a rough box. This was covered with brush and 
stoves and above all was planted a cross. The 
bodies were blackened and appeared like mum- 
mies. We could recognize them in spite of the 
changes. Four days were spent at the grave 
prying out the bodies with picks and strapping 
them to the sleds. Then we retraced our way to 
Yakutsk, reaching there the last day of March. 
Here the bodies were enclosed in one large 
coffin and buried again in the ground that is al- 
ways frozen. Harper went to Irkutsk to buy 
coffins. He was unsuccessfuland we made our 
own coffias. Six months after the bodies had been 
buried the secoud time we took them up, thawed 
them out, straightened the limbs, which had been 
bent by freezing, removed tne half dozen suits of 
clothes which each wore and wrapped the bodies 
in linen and felt and placed them in metallic cof- 
fins, Then,on November 28th, the bomeward 
journey was recommenced. For nineteen days 
we traveled day ana night in sledges drawn by 
horses to Irkutsk, 2,000 miles distant, where the 
remains were placed on a public catafaique. Or- 
enburg, the nearest railway station, was reached 
January 17tb, and there were found the coffins 
that had been sent by she United States Govern- 
ment a year before.

Some delay was experienced between Orenburg 
and Moscow in getting the consent of the Russian 
Government to the removal of the bodies, but of 
this Lieut.

Several 
Cabinet ladies have decided to continue to receive 
in a very informal way during Lent,and the theater 
parties, which have become so fashionable, will 
not be discontinued. The quiet little dinners 
which wealthy Congressmen and others with a 
surplus of cash are in the habit of giving will con- 
tinue. Yet there will bea cessation of the con- 
stant run of festivities and it will be a very grate- 
ful one tomany of those engaged.

, 1884.” These cards were received by many 
of the friends to whom they were addressed 
within tweniy-four bours aiter the event had oc- 
curred, showing that in ber lack of knowledge of 
the suffering to be incurred by a wastage of 
strength, aud through her negligence in securing 
to herself the services of a wise female 
relative, Mrs. Paramore did that 
which, ln all probability, _ brought 
on tha fever which caused her death, It wasa 
rash thing to do, but there Was no ove near who 
could advise her, and it was done thoughbtlessly. 
The cards were in Mrs. Paramore’s handwriling, 
and before they had long been in the _ possessiou 
of her friends, her sufferings began, It was not 
until night before last, however, that her condi- 
tion became so alarming as to warrant the an- 
nouncment to her relatives by the attending phy- 
sician that

She was very low all Tuesday nizht, Dut early 
yesterday morning she rallied, and during the 
day there was so much hope for her that her 
friends brightened and indulged in the prospect 
that she would soon be restored to them. rs. 
Comstock and Gundlach held a cousultation over 
her case at the residence yesterday afternoon, 
from which time Mrs. Paramore was closely 


‘watched. She was put under the influence of 


opiates, and remained uvconscious all the even- 
ing and up to the time of her death. Mrs. J. W. 
Paramore, her mother-in-law, had carefully 
watched the sick woman until yesterday evening, 
when Mrs. Hazeltine, the mother, arrived trom 
New York. She had been telegraphed to and 
would bave arrived eariier but for the delay of the 
train upon which sse came. Upon her arrival she 
took charge of her daugiiter, and was at her bed- 
side until death came. Whether the young muther 
suffered or not, could not be told, Sle breathed 
laburiously, occasionally gasping and struggling 
for breath, and anon drawiug a deep inhalation 
and then subsiding into tranquility. About mid- 
hight, the other members of tue family having re- 
tired toa much-needed rest,, Mrs. Hazeltine be- 
came alarmed at an increasing pallor in her dar- 
ling’s face, which by degrees became pinched and 
sharp. The large brown eyes became glazed, 
and a more rapid breathing indicated a phys- 
ical struggle. Toe mother alarmed the 
household, which consisted of Mrs. J. W. Para- 
more, Mr. F. W. Paramore, the husband, ana Mr. 
W. B, Hazeltine, jr., the brother. These quickly 
assembled about the bed whereon reposed the 
dying form, and in anguish watcied tie life slow- 
ly leave the suffering frame. Death came at 1:30.

She 
was always of a gay,ivolatile disposition, and, not- 
withstanding the rapidity with which she com-

THE RIGHTS OF THE PUBLIC. 

Recently, when the Edison Electric Light 
Company was admitted into Berlin, the Ger- 
man Government not only imposed on it a 
number of conditions carefully protecting 
the private rights of person and property, 
but limited the charges and profits of the 
company, exacted a percentage of its receipts 
as a contribution to the public treasury, and, 
in addition to all this, stipulated that the 
company’s entire plant should become the 
property of the municipality of Berliz at the 
end of thirty years, 

In London the exercise of every privilege 
the gas companies have is subject to Parlia- 
mentary supervision and regulation. Both 
their charges and their dividends are regu- 
lated by the Legislature, and the dividends 
are 80 limited that they can be in- 
creased only as the charges are reduced. 
When the London Gas Light and Coke Com- 
pany recently asked permission from the 
municipality to absorb the South Metropoli- 
tan Gas Company, the London Metropolitan 
Board of Works objected on the ground that 
the tariffs of the latter company “embody 
the latest expression of the views of Parlia- 
ment” on the subject, and, without some 
provision applying these to the increased 
profits of the consolidation for the benefit of 
the public, it should not be sanctioned. 

As the people’s chosen representatives in 
National, State and’ Municipal Legislatures 
are continually besieged for grants of profit- 
able franchises to corporations anxious to 
serve the public, we commend to their no- 
tice these examples of fidelity to a public 
trust. It is not pleasant to contrast 
such careful protection of popular rights 
and interests with the loose and 
lavish grants by which the people 
are victimized and fleeced to fatten rings in 
this country. In those old countries where 
the rulers are as free to regulate railroad 
charges as those of hackmen or other common 
carriers, they need not be so particular in 
their grants, because they are as free to un- 
do as to Go a wrong to the people. But 
here, where we are s0 squeamish about 
vested rights and “government interference 
with the private business affairs of corpora- 
tions,” we need to be doubly careful in our 
dealings with them. Wecan putthe public 
at the mercy of privileged corporations, but 
the moment there is an appeal for public 
relief to courts or legislatures, we are met 
with Dartmouth College decisions and howls 
about “Centralizatioa and Communism.”

In every measure the Gov- 
ernment of the United States may take in order to 
defend the dignity of the country against tne in- 
solence and malice of the German Government it 
will have the full support of the German-amer- 
icans.

Frank Larkin, the well-known pitcher, who is 
widely acquainted in St. Louis, having played 
here several years ago with the Atlantic team, is 
againintrouble. <A year ago, while intoxicated, 
he struck his wife in the face, fracturing 
her jaw.

Collector Whitney in the New Custom 
House—Total Cost of the Building. 

Ma}. Whitney, collector of customs at this port, 
began moving into his new quarters at the Custom 
House at 3 o’clock this afternoon, He expects to 
be fully installea and have everything in complete 
running order in the course of the 
next few days. The rooms occupied by 
the Custom House department are situated 


on the second floor and front on Olive street, ad- 
joining Eighth street. There are in all four rooms, 
with seven doors opening on the main corridor, 
numbered from 200 to 212. The firss room is 
Maj. Whitney’s private office. I¢ fronts on both 
Oiive and Eighth street, and is yery handsomely 

furnished and carpeted. Adjoining this is the office 
of the cashier and deputy clerks. Next comes 

the office of the entry clerks, the statistical and 
property clerks and the inspectors. This room is 
the largest of the four, being 75 feetiong by 27 
feet wide. The last of these rooms, on the Olive 
street front, is to be used by tne Ma 
rine Department. Directly opposite the 
main office is a room set aside for 
the custodian of the building and the files and rec- 
ords of the Customs Department. All the of- 
fices are furnished in mahogany and finished with 
handsome mahogany partitions, The Internal 
Revenue Department will move tnto their quar- 
ters on the same floor Monday nextand Judge 
Treat is expected tohold the next term of his 
Court, which begins on the i7th of Maren, in his 

new court-room on the third floor. §8o it seems 
that the new Custom House is fiuished at last. It 
will be formally thrown open to the pub- 
lic about tbe 17th of March, S8t. Pat- 
rick’s Day, when all of those skeptics who 
had no faith in Its ultimate poe may have 
an opportunity to go through and inspect its gran- 
deur and beauty. ‘he CustomHouse was begun in 
June 15, 1873, nearly eleven years ago. The plans 
for its construction were drawn up byjA.

For four years he 
superintended the construction in person, but 
during the last four years Aretiitect Cameron of 
this city has been acting as superintendeat. Tue

A Juryman BRelates Some Disgrace ful Inaci- 
dents of the Dierberger Trial. 

The motion tor a new trial in the Otto L. Dier- 
berger murder case promises some startling de- 
velopments, When the jury decided to report a 
verdict of murder in the first degree it was also 
agreed that *he shameful scenes that had been en- 
acted during the retirement would be Kept 
a secret, but some of the Jurors have since 
spoken of ;the conduct of their fellow judges, 
and the dozen are nowinarms. “I'll give youa 
full account of the doings in open court under 
oath, if itis wanted,” said one of them, and I 
have no objection to even telling now how far 
from a fair trial 1 was. The pavel was discharged 
for forty-eight hours, you remember, while the 
twelve men were selected to sit on the case. Dur- 
ing this time I met one of the panel in a

case this man at once beganthecry for hanging

‘berger before he had heard a word of the 
levidence, and that he was sot a fit man 


to sit on the case. He continued to howl for hang- 
ing, and we set about 
SELECTING A FOREMAN. 

It was offered to four men and they refused it,and 
finally we appointed Albrecht, and a store clerk 
who was on the jury wrote the foreman’s name 
for hin. We then took a ballet which resulted in 
six votes for first degree, five second,and one 
blank vote. The man whocast the blank vote 
said he did so to see how the jury stood. 
Atter a long fight anotner ballot, 7 fur first anc 5 
for second degree, and a third, 8 for frst and 4 
for second degree, were taken. Word was sent to 
the Judge that the jury could not agree that 
night, aud we were locked up in the third story. 
Up there the dispute became not, one of the 
jurors calling another a —— —— fool. The result 
Was lua the juror so designated went 
to bed and wouid not remain in the coun- 
Cilany longer. The votetakeh early the next 
morning was ten for first dezree and two for sec- 
ond degree. This man, Hofman, was wild with 
excitement at the delay in hanging the man, He 
jumped ou bis bed in a Wild harangue, and broke 
itdown, bending the iron. Another man was 
gained over, and finally the twelfth man. This 
was the way the verdict was obtained, and I have 
since been informed that one of the jurymen has 
boasted how he always intended hauging Dier- 
berger, and bow he gained his point.”

KUNZ’ BOARDERS. 


A Discharged Work House In- 
mate tothe Front With 
Charges. 


He Alleges That Men Were Punished for 
Talking to the Grand Jury—How the 
Prisoners Take a Snow Bath—Allega- 
tions Which are Startling, if True. 


“! wish the Post-D1sPaTOH would tell the pub- 
lic how prisoners at the Work House are tor- 
tured,” said a stalwart youth this morhing toa 
reporter. “There is absolutely no check on the 
men who run that institution, and it seems to me 
that there are some punishments that the law 


does not prescribe for a man who has committed” 


only a misdemeanor.” 


“Well, what's your cause of complaint?” 

“© h, it ain’t for myself I’m talking. It can’t do 
me any good. In fact, if I were to ever get back 
there after telling you about their doings i'd be 
killed. But I propose to leave town, and never 
give them another ebance at me.” 

“First, who are you and how did you get 
there?” 

“My name is Frank English. and I used to be a 
porter in a wholesale liquor heuse at No.519 Chest- 
nut street, I went West,and a short time ago re- 
turned here. Justafter1 came back I got intoa 
fight, and was sent to the work House, as I had 
no money. Now,about the treatment uf the men. 
They are altogether too crue). Mr. Kunz, the su- 
perintendent, ain’t so bad, but he doesn’t see all 
that Joe Gaylor and the other guards do, and 
does not iuterest himself m protecting the men 
from unnecessary abuse. For instance, I have 
seen them, for punishment, take a man, and, after 
stripping him of bis outer shirt, make him stand 
out in the snow for several hours, with nothing 
but his undershirt and pants on. ow that sort 
ot treatment dvesn’t make either the manor the 
institution apy better. They have there what is 
called the bull ring. For offenses not at all seri- 
ous they take a man out, Shackle him, make him 
back up against a post and put his hands behind 
him around the post. They then fasten to his 
wrists a couple of chains which extend upward 
over a pulley. Then they 

PULL ON THESE CHAINS | 

so as to hoist his body by his wrists. 
Just put yourself in that position aud think what 
a terrible pain it would be to have your arms 
pulled up like that, back of you. It looks as 
though it would twist a man’s arms right out of 
their sockets, and it feels as though every bone 
in his body and shoulders was breaking. They 
keep bim in that position as long as they see fil, 
or as they think be can stand it.” 

“it has the effect of making men respect the 
reguiations, I suppose?’ 

*There’s where the greatest wrong is. They 
have no rules or regulations that you can read or 
learn anything about. The only Way you learn 
what a rule is is to break itand get elubbea or 
strung up. The guards stand over the men with 
either a club or a gun, and it is &@ Very common 
thing to see aman who has spoken to somebody 
near him, or stepped out ot 
line, or something of that Kind, knocked 
down with a club, without a word being 
saidtohjm. Ihaveoften thought whenI have 
seen men struck on the head, that they ‘were 
killed, and I tell you it’s a close shave for some of 
them to get well.” 

“If you do your work and behave yourself, are 
you safe?” ° 

“Not always. For Instance,if you are sick, 


and ask Gaylor to relieve you from work, it de- 


peuds on his humor. Maybe he will jet you off for 
a balla day and maybe he won’t Notlong ago 
aman named Sullivan, who was evidently very 
siek, asked on Saturday to be excusea from work. 
Gaylor made him work, and at noon he wasn’t 
able to go out again. Op Monday he was deaa,” 

“Is the food good?” 

‘“There’s another thing. Now, the Grand Jury 
came down there not long ago, and asked the 
prisoners about the fooa, a, them they could 
answer the truth without fear. Well, 

TWO OF THE PRISONEKS 
told themabout the bad food and an order was giv- 
euby Kunz immediately to feed us beter, But what 
happened alter the Jury went away, do you gsup- 
pose? Why, thetwo wen who complained were 
called out of line, and were told that they would 


thereafter have to quit working on the clay bank, } 


and go to breaking rock, their task being set at 
waar feet per day. Rock breaking is barder 
wor than shoveling, and sixty feet is 
ten feet more than the regular 
day’s work. If a map has never broken rock he 
wili find it awful hard to break fifty feet a day, 


‘s0 you can see they gave itto these two men 


presty hard, They didn’t say why this punisn- 
ment was inflicted, but we ali understoou n. Lf 
they failed to make their sixty feet in a day—and 
it Was not probable that they would as they haa 
not been breaking rock—they wouid geta taste 
of the buli-ring. don’t Know how they came out 
on it, 

“Why don’tthe men complain to Mr. Kunz if 
they are dissatisfied with their treatment?’”’ 

“Why? Let me tell you. He had toid the men 
on several occasions that if they didn’t get 
enough: food, or it wasn’t the right Kind, they 
should just save it and bringittohim. Well,one 
of the men thought be meantit,so one day he 
took his plate tw Mr. Kunz, They 
immediately put an extra set of 
shackies on himand sent bim to work. After 
ihat the boys were not so anxious to kick to the 
Superintendent.” 

* What is the bill of fare?” 

“For breakfast we got

about five inches square, made of corn meal and 
water. A bucketof molasses is thinned with 
water so as to make it reach for 160 or 200 prison- 
ers. We getthe molasses in our tin pan, and 
that with our cornbread and coffee ls our break- 
fast. For dinner we geta piece of boiled beef 
and some soup and bread. This would be good if we 
could ,eat it, but sometimes it is absolutely too 
bad toeat. What os is leftin the plates they 
pour back in the boiler, and at night that is 
dished out to us again. Of course it’s pretty 
hard to eat the siop that we couldn’t eat at din- 
ner time, and I have seen times when pot more 
than one-fifth of the men would touch a bite of 
supper. On Sunday last, they took a netion to 
clip everybody’s hair. I went to Gaylor and 
asked him not to have mine clipped, as my time 
would be up on Friday. I wastola that if 1 re- 
sisted 1’d be hauled up in the bul-ring. So they 
clipped me with the balance, and a number of 
the men have neuraigia as a result. 1 under- 
stand Dr. Dean Kicked about it and denied their 
rigat to clip us.”

A GALLANT RESCUE. 


A Family Buried Under an Ava- 
lanche in Nevada,

— 


In Darkness and Terror for Three Days 
—The Work of Rescue, 


Carson Appeal, February 6. 

Last evening, John Engelbright, who reach- 
ed the city from Woodford’s station brought 
the news of a gallaut rescue ofa family of 
six persons found under a snow slide in 

oodford’s Canyon. The scene of the snow 
slide was the old deserted shingle mill about 
a half a mile above Merk’s toll-house, and 
two wiles above Woodford’s Station. Wood- 
ford’s Canyon is a deep and picturesque gorge 
in the meuntains, five’or six miles lung, and 
leads into Hope Valley. Inthe fall of last 
year a family, consisting of a mam aud his 
wife and four children, came over the moun- 
tains and camped at the old shingle mill in 
the canyon. hey had plenty of provisions, 
and the head @f the family spent most of his 
time in hunting and fishing. They took 
possession of a rude building on the left, 
which had been used to store feed and stable 
horses when the mill was running vears ago. 

The season was very late, and though repeat- 
ediy warned by Mr. Merk, the toll-gate 
keeper, the family, deceived by the pleasant 
weather continued to remain. After the 
first snow the man, Whose name was Max- 
well, came dgwn to Woodford’s and made 
arrangements to have two horses taken care 
of during the winter, He said he had no 
money to pay for the feed at the time, but 
would redeem them in the spring. He also 
said that he had made up his mind to winter 
in the canyon, as he had provisions and game 
was abundant, He was advised not to take 
the risks, but he said the place he was in 
was a strong structure, and as it had given 
evidence of standing a good many winters, 
he wouldrigsk it. - 

On Thursday last there was a heavy fall 
of snow in the eanyon, followed 7 a sunny 
day on Friday. During the day there were 
several large slides of snow from the rocks, 
which rise onthe sides of the Canoyn ; In some 
instances as high as three hundred feet. 
Heayy bodys of snow toppled over from 
these heights, andin their descent carried 
away large masses of rock, which felled tne 
pines at the bottom of the gorge. During 
the night Merk heard several of these slides, 
and the next day the road up to the canyon 
was choked with snow. On Sunday he went 
up to the shingle mill on snowshoes, and 
eng the piace occupied by the family had 

en 

BURIED UNDER THE SNOW. 

The slide had started on the steep moun- 
tain side about two hundred yards up the 
slope, and started a number of bowlders 
in its course. The track of the avalanche 
was marked with prostrated pines, and the 
mass of snow: upon the log structure lay 
packed hard to the depth of ten or_fifteen 
teet. Seeing he could do nothing, rk re- 
turned to Woodford’s and soon raised a force 
of a dozen or twenty men, whe went up 
with shovels and picks aud other appliances 
necessary to ellect a rescue. 

‘The snow was packed so hard that it was 
almost like solid rock and required picks 
wielded by stout hands to loosen it. By 
night they had reached the logs which form- 
ed part of the stabie, ana found that she roof 
had been crushed in by a bowlder. By this 
time the foree had been augmented, and, 
building a rousing fire in the snow, the 
worked in four shifts of six men each, eac 
shift working an hour. Woodford’s Station 
Was drawn on for supplies, and with plenty 
of food and stimulants the men kept to their 
work steadily. During a portion of the time 
two shifts worked at separate places. 

SIGNS OF LIFE, 

At a little before 11 o’clock the work- 
men cieared away a place where they reach- 
ed one cf the logs which formed a portion ot 
the wall of the stable. They hammered on 
this with ap ax, and waited foran auswer- 
ing knock. While they waited and listened 
with intense interest, one of them vowed 
that he could hear faint taps from within, 
but the others doubted. The log was again 
struck with the ax, and this time there 
came several distinct knocks, and the out- 
siders broke into a cheer that made the old 
canyon ring. By midnight they had cut 
through the log, but it was hard work, as 
the snow wasspacked close about dit, and the 
hole made was not overa few inches wide at 
the lowerend. When the edge of the axes 
went through they ealled at the aperature, 
and was auswered by a voice, ‘‘For God’s 
sake, push in something to eat; my children 
are dying.” Ina moment bread, meat and 
a small flask of brandy ware pushed through 
the aperture, and the wearied toilers in the 
snow sprang tothe work and made a fresh 
attack upon the log which imprisoned six 
people. ‘They cleared away the snow 
several feet above, and it was 3 o’clock 
in the morning before they cut through the 
log, about six feet above the first cut. Then 
cale a fear that the place between the two 
cuts would fail inward and crush the family. 
The second hole, however, gave a_ better 
chance of communication, and Maxwell said 
that if they would get a candlein to him he 
would tell where the log would fail. A ean- 
die was taken froma lantern and given to 
him, with matches tied=to it. In a few 
moments the glow of a light was seen from 
the outside, and this light must have been 
very welcome to the Maxwell famiiy, as they 
had been in total darkness since Friday night 
when the av ie struck the stable. He 
soon Called o ~) push the log inward, but 
it was fasta. Aequired considerable prying 
with crowbay /before it yielded. 

ERRIBLE SIGHT. 

Those nearest the aperture followed the 
log aud climbed in through the opening with 
lanterus, ‘Therein a space about ten feet 
square, was Maxwell and his family, His 
wife was lying on a mattress and some 
blankets, with a young childin her arms, 
and three others elinging to her and crying 
bitterly. When the jantern shone on their 
faces they put their hands to their eyes and 
turned away in fear. The weman was 
hardly able to move, and Maxwell, who had 
kept a stout heart through all the long days 
and nights of darkness, gave out at this point 
and cried like a child. , 

Chester, the oldest boy, who is but eight 
years of age, had worked with his father to 
get out, and Was worn out with hunger and 
exhaustion. There were two loaves of bread 
within reach after the roof of the stable fel! 
in, and the little fellow refused to touecha 
morsel, giving all to his mother and sisters. 
This was all the mother, the baby and the 
two daughters—Mary and Uallie—aged four 
and six years, respectively, had to live on 
from Friday afternoon, when they took din- 
ner, untilabout midnight on Sunday. There 
was plenty of flour and some game on the 
place, but the logs of the roof, which were 
crushed in, eut off all communieation from 
these, although Maxwell and his son had vain- 
ly endaavere to cut a Way through three-foot 
log with a jack-knife. The inmates of the 
terrible prison-house Were taken in sleighs 
to Woodford’s, where they were soon as 
comfortable as warm fires, good provisions 
and kind attention could make them, When 
W oodford’g, on Mon- 
day aftertfoon, they were,all doing well, and 
were the recipients of allfthe attention that 
the little eamp could bestow. Mr. Merk. the 
honest old German who keeps the toll-gate, 
and who first found the Maxwel] family, is 
now the biggest man in the canon. .

AN ALASKA PILGRIM. 


News from as Near the North Pole as 
One Usually Goes on Business Bent. 
From the Montreal Star. 

Mr. Franeois Mereier has lately returned 
to Montreal from the most northern disirict 
of Alaska, near Behring Straits. He has 
there been empleyed in the fur trade un tlie 
Youkon river tor the last sixteen years, and 
was the first American or Canadian to ar- 
rive there after the sale of Alaska by Russia 
to the United States. Mr. Mercier speaks 
the Esqguiniaux language fluently. as also 
several other Indian dialecis used by the 
natives of the Arctie regions, and relates 
several interesting items as to the country in 
general. An idea of the cold experienced 
there may be formed from the feliowing 
thermometrical observations: On the ist 
December, 1882, the minimum during the day 
was 50° below (Fahrenheit) and the maxi- 
mum 29° below zero. Taking the whole 
month together, the minimum was 63° below 
zero and the maximum 55°. ‘The winter 
lasts about eight months, while the four 
summer months are maguificent weather, 
the only drawback being the plague of 
mosquitoes thai literally blaeken the air 
during the long unbroken day lasting many 
months. Ducks, geuse, swabs, 
elc., begin to arrive about 
the end of April and lay thousands of 
eggs on the banks andislands in jhe rivers, 
These are mucn sought after by the natives 
and are excellent eating; in fa Mr. Mer- 
cier says there is no lack of food of all sorts. 
For sports there are reindeer, moose, black 
aud brown bear in theinterior and white bear 
on the coast, with salmon in the larger rivers 
and troutinthe streams, The Hsquimaux 
dogs, Which are the draught animals of the 
eountry, are mostly fed ou these fish when 
dried. Mr. Merejer has not a very high 
opinion of the noble red man of the Norta, 
but considers them a lazy, idle lot, most in- 
veterate beggars and full of superstition. 
Astophis opinion of an expedition ever 
reaching the North Pole, he thinks it never 
can be done without buildipg smail stations 
en route, after quitting the ship for the ice, 
providing these sidtions with food, and all 
necessaries and leaving them in charge of 
small parties; by this means Only will the 
expedition be enabled to advance and setire 
when necessary, taking advantage of some 
winter milder than usual, and thus push on 
for the pole, No yessel can prossen much 
further than 79° latitude and this leaves 11 
to be got over of frozen snow and ice.

For 
several months pas} Mr, Eggers has 
noticed that some of hig customers, who 
fermerly were very prompt, were very slow about 
paying their bills. He suspegted nothing, how- 
ever, until last Saturday, when an incident oc 
curred which had the effecs of the 
explosion of g bombshell, One of the 
old customers calied to get a few barrels of flour, 
and when gbout starting away remarked that, 
having paid for two little lots he got in the morn- 
ing, be guessed he’d pay for this last load, and 
be square with the firm. After he had 
gone, the book-keeper noticed that there were no 
credits on the two lots sold in the morning, and 
he called Mr, Eggers’ attention to it, Mr,
